International peace Isn’t a com­ 
modity which can be m anufac­ 
tured like pop-bottles, and it isn’t 
a condition that can be secured by 
the tim ple expedient of policing 
with armed forces. 
The foundations of peace must 
be laid in the minds and hearts 
of men, and this can be achieved 
only through real acquaintance 
among the world's peoples. 
That 
acquaintance can be better and 
more quickly attained by a free 
exchange ot news than 
in 
any 
other way. 
Travel 
in 
foreign 
lands is. of course, a great educa­ 
tor but it would take a lifetime 
and a fortune to study the globe 
that way, whereas you can en­ 
compass it 
daily 
through 
the 
news while sitting in the comfort 
of your own home. 
It therefore is of vast importance 
that President Trum an reportedly 
is trying to secure an agreement 
with 
Generalissimo 
Stalin 
and 
Prim e Minister Churchill that will 
perm it American correspondents 
to work freely in Europe. Facilities 
accorded American newsmen ob­ 
viously would apply equally to the 
correspondents of other nations 
in good standing. 
It’s high time the outside world 
knows w hat is going 
on 
inside 
Europe. 
By the same token, the 
w ar-torn 
continent 
should 
be 
given the news of the rest of the 
world just as soon as feasible. 
The corollary to the above re­ 
marks is that unnecessary cen­ 
sorship of news is one of the prime 
causes of misunderstanding among 
nations. 
Unfortunately most of 
the globe now is under a blanket, 
due in part to 
W’ar 
conditions. 
Restrictions naturally 
must 
be 
maintained in m atters relating to 
the war of the Pacific, but it’s 
difficult to see why there shouldn't 
be a sweeping relaxation of cen­ 
sorship in Europe and the Middle 
East. The same thing can be said 
of most of the Latin American 
countries which control news. 
It’s of special importance that 
there be a free exchange of news 
as quickly as 
possible 
between 
Europe and the rest of the world. 
In the m atter of Germany, P re­ 
sident 
Trum an 
recognized 
this 
principle as far back as May 15 
when he declared that he favored 
a free flow of information in the 
Reich, consistent with 
m ilitary 
security. This reversed an an­ 
nouncement 
by 
OWI 
Director 
Elmer Davis who had stated that 
inform ation reaching the G er­ 
man public would be strictly con­ 
trolled. 
News is moving 
out 
of—and 
Into—Western Europe freely again, 
on the whole. 
However, central 
and southeastern 
Europe—where 
the hot embers of war continue 
to glow red in many places—re­ 
main under wraps for the most 
part. That section of the continent 
is largely under Russian control, 
and it W’ill be by agreement with 
Moscow that the censorships will 
be relaxad. 
This presumably is 
under discussion at the Potsdam 
Conference. There is not only the 
question of censorship but in the 
case of some countries, correspon­ 
dents are forbidden admission. 
We can’t place all the blame for 
censorship on 
the 
war. 
There 
always were many countries which 
m aintained s t i f f censorships— 
among them being Germany, Italy, 
Poland, and all the Balkans. 
I 
speak from first-hand knowledge, 
for I’ve worked in all those states. 
That sort of thing imperils world 
peace. 
Now is a good 
time 
to 
start taking the lid off the news. 
The parliaments of many coun­ 
tries today are being asked to deal 
with international problems. How 
can they act intelligently if they 
are deprived of information about 
w hat is going on? The easiest way 
to get an understanding of Eu­ 
rope’s grievous politico-economic 
problems is to publish all the news 
about them.

IN m e nt months ft gr*st deni 
of attention has been paid to the 
subject of cancer. The more people 
become aw are of the symptoms of 
cancer and its danger signs, the 
moro^ofteri will early diagnosis of 
cancer be made, and proper tre a t­ 
ment started early enough to pro­ 
duce a cure. This does not mean 
that persons should live in fear of 
cancer. It is true that it is a dread 
disease, but by no means a hope­ 
less one. Medical science is making 
rapid strides forward in develop­ 
ing methods for preventing and 
curing it. 
The danger signals include the 
following: First, any sore th a t 
does not heal, particularly a sore 
about the tongue, mouth or lips. 
Second, a painless lump or thick­ 
ening especially in the breast, lip 
or tongue. Third, changes in the 
color or size of a wart, mole or 
birthm ark on the skin. 


Irre gu lar Rle e ding 


Irregular bleeding or discharge 
from the nipple or any natural 
body opening is also a danger 
sign. People who suffer from per­ 
sistent indigestion may be devel­ 
oping cancer of the stomach or 
bowel. Persistent hoarsents 
or 
cough which does not clear up may 
indicate a beginning of cancer of 
the larynx or voice box or of the 
lung. A person whose bowel ac­ 
tion has been normal and who sud­ 
denly becomes constipated is in 


need of an examination just to be 
sure that cancer of the bowel is not 
developing. 
When any of these 
symptoms occur, of course, an im­ 
mediate examination by a doctor 
is required. 
In making a diagnosis of cancer 
affecting the internal organs, X- 
rays are frequently helpful. In 
cancer affecting the skin, tongue, 
and lips, a definite diagnosis often 
can be made merely by examina­ 
tion. If this does not result in ft 
diagnosis, a small bit of tissue may 
be removed and examined under 
the microscope. Such a study per­ 
mits an absolute diagnosis in every 
case. 
Examination Made 
An examination of the rectum 
and of the prostate in the male 
should be part of the study. Such 
a rectal examination often makes 
it possible to determine the pres­ 
ence of a cancer of the lower part 
of the bowel or of the prostate 
gland. Such a rectal examination 
is especially important in persons 
who have had hemorrhoids over a 
long period of time. In some per­ 
sons, bleeding from the bowel is 
ascribed to hemorrhoids when be­ 
ginning cancer may be present. 
After the middle-age period, all 
persons should have a complete 
examination made by a doctor at 
least once and better twice a year 
since 
examinations 
thoroughly 
carried out make H possible to 
discover beginning cancar early 
enough to permit a cure.
